LAWS TO ENCOURAGE ACCIDENTS. 


Although a flood of compulsory auto­ 
mobile insurance bills were introduced in 
the v arious 
legislatures 
this 
y ear the 
tabulated list ex ceeding six ty , v ery few of 
them got any where. 
In great majority 
of cases the 
strong 
arguments 
made 
against the measures were sufficient to 
postpone action. 
The reasons against the plan are many 
and cogent and were well set forth in the 
report of the committee of nine appointed 
to consider such measures. 
This report 
holds that such laws would not prev ent 
automobile accidents, but wuold rather 
tend to increase them, and outlines the 
other arguments against the plan and the 
inev itable tendency to encourage state in­ 
surance. 
Edson S. Lott, president. United States 
Casualty Company , say s the one remedy 
that meets the whole situation of automo­ 
bile accident insurance, compulsory or 
otherwise, is prev ention of accidents. 
“ The prev ention of accidents,'’ he say s, 
“ is worth more than all the compensation 
in the wide world for accidents. 
There­ 
fore, we should first concentrate our ef­ 
forts on prev ention and av oid any partial 
remedy or mere palliativ e that might tend 
to div ert public attention from such ob­ 
jectiv e. 
Abov e all, we should av oid any 
palliativ e that might tend to menace the 
public dangers from motor traffic rather 
than prev ent or reduce them.

MAKE FIRE UNPOPULAR. 


Portland, Oregon, is preparing to deal 
sev erely with the fire-trap situation, under 
an emergency ordinance that prov ides for 
closing unsafe buildings, ev icting tenants 
and razing the structures, with heav y pen­ 
alties for refusal to obey the fire depart­ 
ment orders. 
Anaconda, Montana, had fires amount­ 
ing to only a dollar per 
capita 
during 
19 24, and Seattle’s fires were only $1.6 5 
per capita; the av erage fire loss for the 
whole United States is nearly $5 .00. Much 
of this fire loss is due to inex cusable care­ 
lessness in the handling of fire; and the 
losses are enormously increased by flimsy 
construction and lack of proper protec­ 
tion. 
Ev ery fire loss is a tax on accumulated 
wealth of the country . 
The careless fire- 
builder is as much a public enemy as the 
traitor who sells the nation’s safety in 
time of war, and is as deserv ing of pun­ 
ishment. 
The Portland law prescribing 
swift and heav y punishment for v iolation 
of safety fire ordinances is a rational step. 
Punitiv e laws alone will not cov er the 
situation. 
Education as to responsibility 
for fires 
and 
necessity 
for 
prev enting 
them is essential to 
the 
real 
solution. 
.When it is made as unpopular to hav e a 
fire as it is to be a law breaker along 
other lines to the detriment of the com­ 
munity , then the fire menace will cease.
